proven in court, drove the Oj] Trust 
from the State of Texas. 
For many years Gruet was secretary 


sent to St. Louis by the Standard Oil 
C New Jersey. Griet wis patd $7500 
a year as secretary of the Waters- 
Pierce Oil Co., and was given an ad- 
ditional $2500 a year by Pierce’ as a re- 
ward for his work. ae 

Pierce: and -Gruet fell out tied the lat- 
ter-was discharged. Gruet brought suit 
against Pierce for money alleged to be 
due him, and in giving his deposition 
in this case Pierce incidentally men- 
tioned ‘that he had employed Senator 
Bailey of Texas to look after some 
Tennessee Central Railroad interests. 
Pierce’s testimony opened a line of in- 
vestigation as to Bailey’s connéction 
with the Standard Oi] Trust, and re- 
sulted in Gruet producing copies of let- 
ters that had passed between Pierce 
and Bailey relative to the business of 
the Waters-Pierce Oil Co.

Under the Texas laws, 
the Prosecuting Attorney obtaining a 
conviction in an anti-trust suit is en- 
titled to one-fourth of the penalties. 
Prosecuting Attorney Brady, under the 
decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States affirming the fine of $1, - 
623,000, will get approximately $400,000, of 
which Gruet will receive one-third, 

In the trial Gruet’s contract with the 
Prosecuting Attorney was demanded by 
the lawyers for the oll company and 
made a part of the record. They sought 
to show that Gruet was prejudiced 
against Pierce and the Waters-Pierce 
Oil Co. and that his testimony was 
given with the double object of revenge 
and reward.

Judge Pollard, “but McAuliffe’s biogra- 
phy is written on my court docket. He 
is an old offender. I have pleaded with 
him as I pleaded with ‘Connie’ Sulli- 
van for four years. I told Sullivan he 
would end up in the penitentiary if he 
didn’t mend his ways. Now I tell Mc-

SPENT AT BISSELL’S POINT 


Water Commissioner. Advises New 
Intake and Clarifying 
Plant. ; 


Water Commissioner Adkins wants to 
spend $1,000,000 on improvements &t Bis- 
sell’* Point. He sent a letter to Mayor 
Wells Tuesday advising that the Mayor 
recommend that this be done. 

He says it ig necessary to enlarge 
the pumping facilities by rebuilding the 
intake system and tower there so as to 
draw the supply from the middle of the 
river instead of from near shore as at 
present, and to enlarge the pumping 
Pcapacity to the increased intake facill- 
ties. 

The need at Bissell’s Point, he says, 
is pressing, as the capacity of the ba- 
sin is only 240,000,000 gallons, less than 
three days’ supply. His plans also con- 
template the duplication at SBissell's 
Point of the clarifying and coagulating 
plant at the Chain of Rocks. 

The proposition is not new. Mr. Ad- 
kins has been urging for several years 
that the improvements be made at Bis- 
sell’s Point. In former years he urged 
‘an appropriation of $500,000.

SHAW’S GARDEN AND SUNDAY. 

The trustees of Shaw’s Garden have decided to 
omit the annual banquet provided for in the will 
of Henry Shaw founding the Missouri Bontanical 
Garden, and the $1000 thus saved will be added to 
the endowment fund, a sum that yielded $210,814.31 
Jast year. This decision is announced in the an- 
nual report of the trastees which also contains 
the information that 118,465 persons visited the 
garden during 1908. Of the total attendance it is 
stated that 43,971 passed through the gates on the 
only two Sundays in the year that the garden is 
open, leaving only 84,494 as the number of visitors

Senator Rayner of Maryland intro- 
duced in the United States Senate yes- 
terday a “resolution calling upon. the 
Attorney-General for information re- 
garding the proposed libel proceeding 
against this newspaper or its pro- 
prietor, asking whether the Attorney- 
General is acting under the direction of 
the President, and if so under what 
statute and by what right he is using 
thé process of the Federal courts in the 
premises. 

This is. a proper. inquiry.. Mr,, Roose- 
velt made ‘it proper when in his special 
message of Dec. 15 he informed Con- 
gress that certain statements printed 
in the World “are in fact wholly and 
in form partly a-libel upon. the United 
States Government;’’ that the proprietor 
of the World ‘“‘should be prosecuted for 
libel by the Government authorities,”’ 
and, that “the Attorney-General has 
under consideration the form in which 
the proceedings against Mr. Pulitzer 
shall be brought.”’ Such being the case, 
Congress certainly has the right to 
know when it became possible to commit 
“a libel upon the United States Govern- 
ment,” and under what statute pro- 
‘ceedings to punish a newspaper for lese 
majesty can be brought at the instiga- 
tion of the President. : 

There has been nothing quite like it 
in this country for the last 109 years— 
not since the Federalist party went to 
wreck and ruin under the infamy of 
the alien and sedition laws and Thomas 
Jefferson became President of the 
United States. 

The real issue involved in this case 
is not one that affects merely the New 
York World. It is not an issue that af- 
fects merely the freedom of the press. 
It affects freedom of speech as well and 
reaches out to the constitutional rights 
of every citizen of the United States. 

If Mr. Roosevelt could muzzle the 
World by instituting or instigating 
criminal proceecings in Federal courts 
for what he called in ‘his message Of 
Dec. 15 “a libel upon the United States 
Government” he could muzzle every 
newspaper and every individual that 
ventured to criticise the official acts 
of the President or of his administra- 
tion.

EMPLOYES ASSESSED 


————_— 


They Pay 3 Per Cent of Wages 
and Have Management of 
- the Affairs. 


* 


CHICAGO, Jan. 16.—The employes in: 
this city of one of the big packing con- 
cerns have received notice that as soon 
as possible a pension system is to be 
established in which all may take part 
if they desire to do so. This is the 
first of the stockyards concerns to fall 
in ine with a practice becoming mard 
and more prevalent among the great in- 
dustrial institutions in this country. 

Another of the packing houses has a 
benefit society, but it has not reached 
the pension stage of development. 

In preparing the rules to govern its 
pension system, the company adopted 
about everything that was most effec- 
tive in the methods of caring for em- 
ployes in vogue in this country and 
abroad. And it was said at one of the 
branches that all the men, from those 
in executive positions down, would glad- 
ly enroll themselves as participants. 
The meeting for organization will be 
held at the main plant, and at the 
branches the men will vote also for 
three from among the whole staff to 
represent them on a committee of five, 
two of whom are to be appointed by 
the. company. The committee will elect 
its officers. 

Small Wages Not Assessed, 

As a nucleus for the pension fund the 
company will contribute $25,000 and will 
do that each year until the sum amounts 
to $600,000, The officers and employes 
are to pay in 3 per cent of their salaries, 
which is.*- be deducted each week or 
month, as paid out, but no man shall 
pay on an amount over $7500 a year. Any 
one receiving less than $10 a week will 
not have to pay into the fund, but his 
eligibility to a pension shall neverthe- 
less date from the beginning of his serv- 
ices with the company. 

It is intended taat no ome shall re- 
ceive a pension until he is 55 years of 
age, no matter how long he may have 
been employed, but the committee will 
have the power to make an exception 
when a man is not in good health. 

af @ ‘man is 55 years old and has -been 
2% censecutive years in sérvice he is to 
‘receive a pension for life of 40 per cent 
of his salary on retiring. And a man 
‘at that age, although not 20 years an 
employe, may be put on the pension list 
by the committee if he is not able to 
work owing to ill health. 

Anyone in the company’s employ fer 
30 consecutive years when 66 years of 
age or older will receive 60 per cent oi 
his salary on retiring, and any pension- 


er may engagé in seme other buSiness, . 


providing that his occupation will not 
conflict with the interests of the com- 
pany. . 

There are. details which prevent the 
least ‘discrimination against the inter- 
ests of the men. If a man resigns vol- 
untarily all payments made by him into 
the fund will be returned, but without 
interest. If a man is dismissed he will 
have returned to him all that he has 
paid in, less anything he may owe the 
company, and all that is due him wil: 
have 4 per cent added, this to be com- 
puted half yearly. The misconduct of 
a former employe may be cause for 
the suspension of the pension, but the 
amount paid in by him will be re- 
turned, plus the 4 per cent interest. 

So that relatives of a pensioner may

Jit the pensioner dies, the widow, if any, 


shall. receive one-half of the pension for 
life, but it will cease if she remarries. 


1If she dies, her children, until 18 years 


of age, or if she’ married before that 
age, shall receive. her pension. But if 
@ pensioner marries, his wife is nor 
to be entitled to his allowance"™m the 
event of his. death. 

Widow Never Loses. 

If an employe or officer dies before 
he has completed his 2 years of service, 
the wife will receive an allowance of 1 
per cent of his salary at death for each 
year of his service. This may not 
amount to much, but it will be some pro- 
tection. .Thus, if'a man had been em- 
ployed 15 years, and at death received 
$30 a week, the widow would receive an 
allowance of 16 per cent ef that, or $4.50 
@ week. Another provision igthat the 
children of an employe shall among 
them receive half the allowance the fa- 
ther would have been entitled to at the 
‘time of his death. 

\There are specifications regarding men 
Who enter the company’s employ after 
the establishment of the fund, and the 


provided in the rules is specifically giv- 
en, namely, officers and office employes,
